Response to Letter to Editor entitled Freedom For All 


Dear Editor, 

This letter is in response to 
the Opinion piece entitled 
Freedom For All by Edward 
Anderson. 

In response to the article 
Freedom For All, I would like to 
point out some of the fallacies 
that were written, first the 
author of the piece. 

Mr. Anderson said that Jews, 
Christians, and Muslims are all 
alike and that the Qur’an, Torah 
and the Bible are written on the 
same foundation. This is incor¬ 
rect. Jesus is the foundation for 
Christianity. Christians believe 
that Jesus is the son of God and 
that He died on the cross and 
shed His blood to save a lost 
world from their sins. Christians 
also believe in the Trinity of 
God, which is God the Father, 
God the Son (Jesus) and God 
the Holy Spirit. Muslims specif¬ 
ically deny all of these things. 
They teach that it is blasphemy 
that Christians believe that Jesus 
is the Son of God and they 
believe Jesus was only a prophet 
(Qur’an 5:17, 5:75). They teach 
that Jesus did not actually even 
die on the cross, but it was only 
someone who looked like Him 
(Qur’an 4:156-158). They also 
say it is blasphemy to believe in 
the Trinity of God. (Qur’an 
4:171, 5:70-75). Clearly the god 
of Islam is not the same God as 
Christians believe in. Islam 
directly teaches against the 
beliefs of Christianity in its holy 
book. It is the only religion in 
the world to do so. 

Mr. Anderson also said that 
all religions want peace. This is 
true. The question that must be 
asked though is according to 
Islam what is the definition of 


peace? Let us take a look at 
what Islam has to say about 
peace in the world. Here is what 
Qur’an 9:29 says “Fight those 
who believe not in Allah nor the 
last day, nor hold that forbidden 
which hath been forbidden by 
Allah and his apostle nor 
acknowledge the religion of 
truth of the people of the Book 
(the Jews and the Christians) 
until they pay the Jizya with 
willing submission and feel 
themselves subdued.” Clearly in 
this passage Muslims are called 
to fight against non-Muslims 
until they submit to their rule 
and pay the special tax that only 
non-Muslims have to pay 
(jizya). Qur’an 9:5 echoes the 
same thing. Qur’an 47:4 calls on 
Muslims to smite the necks of 
non-Muslims. Qur’an 98:6 says 
that non-Muslims are the worst 
of creatures and that they will 
dwell in hell forever. As you can 
see Islam teaches that true peace 
is brought through Muslims 
having rule over non-Muslims. 
Basically you have three choic¬ 
es in Islam if you are not 
Muslim. You can convert to 
Islam. You can remain a non- 
Muslim but you will have to pay 
the non-Muslim tax and live 
under Islamic law. Which gives 
Muslims more rights than non- 
Muslims. If you refuse both of 
these then Muslims are com¬ 
manded to kill you. This is 
spelled out in Qur’an 9:5 and 
9:29. So peace will be brought 
when Islamic law rules the 
world according to the teachings 
of Islam. 

Many may say I am misquot¬ 
ing Islam and what it teaches. I 
agree there are many Muslims 
who do not practice these things 


or they simply choose to ignore 
these teachings. I believe this is 
because they are not aware of 
what their religion really teach¬ 
es. Many Muslims are Muslim 
in name only. They do not actu¬ 
ally practice the faith or even 
read the Qur’an. The same is 
true for Christianity. Many peo¬ 
ple say they are Christian but 
never read their Bible or go to 
church. That being said you can 
easily and readily find Muslim 
leaders preaching the very 
things I have mentioned above. 
Daily on mainstream middle 
east TV you have these things 
being presented. Just have a 
look at the Middle East Media 
Research Institute website for 
what is being said daily by 
Muslim leaders. You will also 
find them calling for the 
destruction of Israel and Amer¬ 
ica. You will even find the 
Palestinian Authority who Israel 
is supposed to negotiate with 
saying these things. How can 
Israel negotiate with these ter¬ 
rorists? You also have many 
American Muslim leaders who 
call for these very same thing. 

When Mr. Anderson says 
“Our religions all strive for 
peace, for happiness and for 
freedom.” He is correct but you 
have one side that is calling for 
war until the world submits to 
religious law and you have the 
other saying “But I say unto 
you, Love your enemies, bless 
them that curse you, do good to 
them that hate you, and pray for 
them which despitefully use 
you, and persecute you;” (Matt¬

How secondhand smoke affects the brain 


Even if you don’t smoke, a 
new study shows, secondhand 
smoke affects your brain much 
as it does a smoker’s. It’s one 
more reason to steer clear of 
secondhand smoke in cars and 
other enclosed spaces. 

Tobacco is the leading cause 
of preventable death nation¬ 
wide. People who smoke are up 
to six times more likely than 
nonsmokers to have a heart 
attack. Tobacco also causes can¬ 
cer. Up to 90% of lung cancer 
deaths are linked to smoking. 

But the smoker isn’t the only 
one harmed by tobacco smoke. 
Secondhand smoke can make it 
more likely you’ll get heart dis¬ 
ease, have a heart attack or die 
early. Smokers find it harder to 


quit if they’re around second¬ 
hand smoke. And kids exposed 
to secondhand smoke are more 
likely to become teenage smok¬ 
ers. 

A team of NIH-funded scien¬ 
tists decided to take a closer 
look at how secondhand smoke 
affects the brains of young 
adults. About half of the study 
volunteers were nonsmokers. 
The rest were tobacco-depend¬ 
ent cigarette smokers. 

Each volunteer sat in a car 
for one hour while a smoker 
puffed away on a cigarette to 
create secondhand smoke. On a 
different day, the volunteers had 
a one-hour car session without 
being exposed to secondhand 
smoke. Their brains were scan¬ 


ned before and after each ses¬ 
sion. 

The researchers discovered 
the addictive chemical nicotine- 
found in all tobacco products- 
both in the blood and attached to 
molecules in the brain after 
exposure to secondhand smoke. 
This nicotine binding was simi¬ 
lar in smokers and nonsmokers. 
The smokers also had stronger 
cravings after being exposed to 
secondhand smoke. 

“These results show that 
even limited secondhand smoke 
exposure delivers enough nico¬ 
tine to the brain to alter its func¬ 
tion,” says Dr. Nora D. Volkow, 
director of NIH’s National 
Institute on Drug Abuse.

Michelle said, “The team 
was in perfect timing. They 


were truly in sync as they have 
never been before. I could feel 
the surge with every stroke they 
took. It was as if we all became 
one body, one mind, one heart 
beating. We were really flying 
across the water.”

My plate; eating healthy 


Summer months are the har¬ 
vest season for blueberries and 
blackberries, both of which have 
the potential to grow very well 
in Kentucky. Blueberries, which 
are native to North America, are 
harvested from early June 
through early August. Blackber¬ 
ries are harvested from mid- 
June to early October. These 
delicious fruits offer newly rec¬ 
ognized health benefits, but best 
of all, they capture the essence 
of summer in their sweetness. 

Blueberries can be excellent 
choices for both home and com¬ 
mercial growing. They have the 
advantage of being as long-lived 
as fruit trees, with few pests or 
diseases. They also have a late 
blossom time, so frost rarely 
causes damage on well-chosen 
sites. Blackberries also have a 
long fruit-bearing life and will 
produce for a decade or longer 
in Kentucky. 

Blueberries require an acidic 
soil, which means that most 
soils in Kentucky will need to be 
amended to properly suit their 
needs. They also require a high 
organic material content, so peat 
moss (do not substitute other 
materials) should be mixed with 
the soil at the time of planting. 
Irrigation is necessary during 
the summer because blueberries 
have a shallow, limited root sys¬ 
tem. Insufficient irrigation can 
compromise both this year’s and 
next year’s crop. 

Blackberries need to be 
pruned, fertilized and irrigated. 
Pruning varies, depending on 
the type of bramble; for specific 
information on the proper prun¬ 
ing for your blackberry canes, 
see the University of Ken¬ 
tucky’s publication “Growing 
Blackberries and Raspberries in 
Kentucky.” It’s available 
online at 

http://www.ca.uky.edu/agc/pubs 


/ho/ho 15/ho 15.pdf or by con¬ 
tacting your local office of the 
UK Cooperative Extension Ser¬ 
vice. 

Blueberries in a cluster do 
not ripen at the same time, and 
only fully ripe berries should be 
picked. Fruit need at least one to 
two days after turning blue to 
develop full flavor and can be 
left on the bush for up to 10 days 
without a loss in size. Flavor 
does not improve once the fruit 
is picked; consequently, blue¬ 
berries should be left on the 
bush for as long as possible to 
develop sweetness and flavor. 

For best results at harvest, 
pick carefully, rolling blueber¬ 
ries from the cluster with the 
thumb into the palm of the hand. 
Handle as little as possible to 
avoid rubbing off the bloom (the 
light waxy finish on the skin) 
and reduce bruising. Harvest 
only when berries are dry. 
Refrigerate promptly to slow 
ripening and decay. 

Blackberries picked for com¬ 
mercial sale are picked “firm 
ripe,” but home growers have 
the luxury of picking soft, fully 
ripe and juicy fruit. Pick fruit 
twice a week, and during hot 
rainy weeks, every other day. 
Harvest after the morning dew 
has dried. Pick carefully to 
avoid bruising the fruit, and, as 
with blueberries, refrigerate 
quickly to limit fruit rot. The 
sweetest, best tasting fruit is 
produced during dry sunny 
weather when nights are cooler.

The July State 4-H Horse 
Show showcases what 4-H 
members—alongside 900 

peers—have accomplished dur¬ 
ing the year with their project 
horse, but an entire year’s worth 
of work precedes the actual 
show. In the final weeks leading 
up to the State 4-H Horse 
Show—or any big show—here 
are some things to keep in mind. 
Routine. Stick to whatever rou¬ 
tine you already have with your 
horse. Feed the same thing at the 
same time in the same amount in 
the same way. This is not the 
time to make any changes. 
Horses like routine! 

Feed, hay and water. Bring 
extra hay and feed so you will 
not have to alter your feeding 
schedule. Keep in mind that you 
are likely to feed additional hay 
to keep your horse occupied 
during the long hours he spends 
in the stall, so bring extra bales. 
Also, make sure your horse is 
used to drinking water from 
other sources. One way to get 
around this is to add Gatorade, 
Kool-Aid, or another electrolyte 
source to his water. This must be 
done some time in advance of 
the show. Remember, don’t 
change your routine at the show. 
Certificate of veterinary inspec¬ 
tion. You will not be admitted 
onto the show grounds without 
the correct health papers. Check 
your show’s requirements (neg¬ 
ative Coggins, Piroplasmosis, 
etc.) well in advance. 

Farrier. Have your farrier 
trim and/or shoe a minimum of 
one to two weeks in advance so 
any issues will be resolved by 
show day. 

Truck and trailer. Service 
your truck and trailer before the 
show season starts. Keep a tool 
chest with basic repair equip¬ 
ment (including a jack) on the 
truck. Stock the trailer with an 
extra halter and lead rope, leg 
wraps and a first aid kit. Miscel¬ 
laneous items to keep on the 
truck include: a map of the area, 
pocket knife, screw eyes/web¬ 
bing, snaps, rain gear, sewing 
kit, safety pins, duct tape, twine 
and clean rags. As a precaution, 
always stock your trailer with 
water for your horse to drink in 


case the truck breaks down. 
Stock a minimum of two 5-gal¬ 
lon water jugs, and take larger 
amounts on a long trip and/or if 
the weather is predicted to be 
very hot/humid. 

First aid kit. Clearly label a 
first aid kit with emergency 
phone numbers (your and your 
family’s numbers, your veteri¬ 
narian, and any other pertinent 
emergency contact informa¬ 
tion). A basic first aid kit should 
include: rubbing alcohol, poul¬ 
tice, clean towels or rags, dis¬ 
posable diapers, duct tape, 
Epsom salt, a topical antibiotic 
ointment such as nitrofurazone, 
gauze sponges, latex gloves, 
hydrogen peroxide, povidone- 
iodine topical antiseptic, needles 
and syringes — 1” for IV and 1 
or 1.5” for IM — (only if you 
are proficient at injections), 
plastic wrap, roll cotton, saline 
solution, sharp scissors, silver 
sulfadiazine, sharps container, 
thermometer, vet wrap and wet 
wipes. 

Dry run. Get your horse used 
to the trailer and show grounds 
by taking him to smaller local 
shows before attempting a trip 
to a large or important show. Let 
him experience the hubbub and 
excitement when breaks in his 
concentration won’t count 
against you. Putting in extra 
time in preparation will ensure a 
better show experience for you, 
your horse and your family. 
Practice. Practice. Practice. 
Practice. Especially if your class 
requires patterns! Patterns are 
posted well in advance, so know 
what is expected of you. 

Read the rule book. Read it, 
understand it, use it. The rule 
book lists in black and white 
what is allowed and what is not 
allowed. For instance, some of 
the tack you use at home may 
not be permitted in certain class¬ 
es. Know the rules so you don’t 
encounter any problems during 
the show. 

Body condition score. Know 
your horse’s BCS. Horses scor¬ 
ing below a 4 will not be 
allowed to participate in 4-H 
shows. This rule promotes ani¬ 
mal husbandry that upholds 
year-round horse health. 


The MyPlate icon, with a 
plate, fork and drinking glass, 
simplifies the message for 
healthy eating. The plate is 
divided into four unequal sec¬ 
tions—vegetables and fruits fill 
the left half, and grains and pro¬ 
tein fill the right. The glass rep¬ 
resents dairy products. The 
straightforward visual makes 
the recommendations for eating 
different food groups clear. 

The new, simplified dietary 
plan from the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture and Department 
of Health and Human Services 
covers balancing calories, 
increasing certain foods (fruits, 
vegetables, whole grains) and 
decreasing others (items with 
high sodium, solid fats, added 
sugar and sugary drinks). The 
message also covers eating the 
correct number of calories and 
increasing activity. 

Here are highlights of the 
new MyPlate suggestions: 

Build a healthy plate. Make half 
of your plate fruits and vegeta¬ 
bles. Switch to skim or 1 percent 
milk. Make a minimum of half 
of your grains whole grain. Vary 
protein choices, eating seafood 
twice a week and eating more 
beans, a natural source of pro¬ 
tein and fiber. 

Cut back on foods high in 
solid fats, added sugars and salt. 
Choose foods with little or no 
added sugar, opting for water, 
fruits for dessert, and 100 per¬ 
cent fruit juice over sugary 
options. Watch sodium levels in 


foods. Eat fewer foods with a lot 
of solid fats, choosing lean 
meats and oils, and limiting 
snack foods (cakes, cookies, ice 
cream, hot dogs, sausages) that 
contain solid fats. 

Eat the right number of calo¬ 
ries. Staying within your calorie 
limit can help you maintain a 
healthy weight. Enjoy your 
food, but eat less. Cook at home 
so you are in control of your 
food. Choose lower calorie 
menu options when eating out. 
Write down what you eat so you 
can really keep track of calories. 
Be physically active. The health 
benefits of physical activity 
increase as you spend more time 
being active, so start by doing 
what you can, for at least 10 
minutes at a time. 

Read food labels. The Nutri¬ 
tion Facts label can help you 
quickly and easily make smart 
food choices. Check calories, 
and choose foods with lower 
calories, saturated fat, trans fat 
and sodium. Note the serving 
size of the nutrition analysis. 
The nutrition analysis is based 
on a 2,000 calorie diet. 

Check for added sugars, which 
come under various names. 
Food ingredients are listed in 
order of percentage by weight, 
so foods with sugars at or near 
the beginning of the list should 
be limited.
